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Woman ‘critical’ 
after car smash

A YOUNG woman was 
seriously hurt after her 
car smashed into a 
home - next to a busy 
bus stop. 

A family returned from a 
trip away to find a big 
hole in the side of their 
house in Haverhill. They 
were horrified to learn of 
the New Year’s Day crash, 
which happened at 
11.20am. 

The 22-year-old woman driver 
was said to be in a critical 
condition in hospital. 

Residents rushed to help the 
“pretty young woman” who is 
thought to have suffered a 
broken neck and other serious 
injuries. 

They also helped a male 
passenger in the car who was 
dazed and bleeding. 

The Vauxhall Astra crashed 
through the wall of the garage 
attached to a house in Fisher 
Close at the junction with 
Shetland Road, narrowly miss¬ 
ing the bus stop.

The East Anglian Air Ambul¬ 
ance helicopter landed nearby 
and an emergency doctor and 
paramedics, working in a 
snowstorm, treated the victims 
at the scene. They were then 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital. 

The homeowner, who did 
not wish to be named, told the 
Weekly News : “It was a shock. 
We had been away visiting 
friends and came back to find 
the hole. I don’t know how they 
managed to do it. We hope the 
girl is all right. 

“It was right beside the bus 
stop which is used by a lot of 
elderly people here. It was lucky 
there was no one standing 
there at the time or it could 
have been a lot worse.” 

Neighbours spoke of hearing 
“what sounded like an 
explosion” at about 11.20am. 

Sandra Ranson, 64, was 
seeing off visitors at her home 
in Shetland Road with her 


husband lohn at the time. 

She said: “We had a few 
people leaving and we were at 
the door and we heard what 
sounded like an explosion and 
lohn went out to the road to see 
what had happened and I 
phoned 999.” 

She added: “It was pretty 
nasty and my husband was 
quite shocked when he came 
back. He just opened the car 
door and put a coat over the 
girl who was driving. 

“We just stepped back and let 
the emergency services take 
over when they arrived. We 
would like to send our best 
wishes to the driver’s family, 
but we don’t know who she is.” 

Mr Ranson said: “I was very 
impressed with how quick and 
professional the emergency 
services were. It was no more 
than 10 minutes before the 
doctor was here.”

Volunteers sought to 
run wind farm fund 


VILLAGERS are being asked to help 
manage a community fund generated by 
a new wind farm. 

Controversial plans for 13 turbines at Wadlow 
Farm, between Six Mile Bottom and West 
Wratting, were approved on appeal in November 
after a planning inquiry. 

Now developer RES is setting up a community 
liaison group and inviting residents with an 
interest in the wind farm and the local 
community to take part. 

Part of the group’s work will be deciding how 


to manage an annual community fund of around 
£26,000 which will be created by the wind farm. 

Amy Bambridge, community liaison officer, 
said: “We are looking to set up a group with 
representatives from each of the parishes, 
villages and local communities around the wind 
farm. 

“We would also welcome people with specific 
interests in issues relating to the wind farm, such 
as those involved with local charities or 
community funding initiatives or those with 
particular knowledge of ecology or the Fleam 


Dyke, for example. The most important task for 
the group initially will be to help set up the wind 
farm’s community fund, but we will also be 
holding regular meetings to discuss all other 
issues relating to the development of the wind 
farm.” 

The fund will be set up once the wind farm, 
between Six Mile Bottom and West Wratting, is 
up and running, which could be as early as next 
year.

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Hospital ban on visitors 
after winter virus spreads 


A HOSPITAL has 
banned visitors from 
most of its wards 
after an outbreak of 
the winter vomiting 
virus has spread. 

More than 30 patients, 
together with staff, at 
West Suffolk Hospital, 
Bury St Edmunds, have 
been showing symptoms 
of the highly contagious 
norovirus. 

It has led hospital 
chiefs to put a ban on 
visitors - apart from 
those for children, 
expectant mothers and 
those in intensive care 
or palliative care. 

The back entrance of 
the hospital, which 
treats patients from the 
Haverhill and New¬ 
market areas, has been 
closed and two staff 
members have been 
stationed at the front 
entrance to explain the 
situation to visitors and 
ask them to stay away. 

In addition, any staff 
or outpatients coming 
into the hospital will be 
asked to wash their 
hands with soap and 
water in portable sinks 
placed in the foyer, both 
when arriving and 
leaving the building, as 
alcohol gel is not 
effective against the 
virus. 

Nichole Day, executive 
chief nurse and director 
of infection prevention 
and control at the 
hospital, said: “Closing 
the hospital to visitors is 
not a decision we have 
taken lightly. 

“However, the safety 
and wellbeing of our 
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patients always comes 
first. 

“As such, we’re asking 
the public to work with 
us to control and man¬ 
age this outbreak by 
staying away. 

“Anyone who does 
need to come into the 
building can help by 
cleaning their hands 
thoroughly with soap 
and water in the sinks 
we have provided. 

“Norovirus is very 
infectious and every 
year there are cases in 
the community which 
transfer to the hospital. 

“Because the virus has 
an incubation period of 
several days, people are 
often unaware that they 
are carrying it until after 
they have passed it on. 

“That is why we've 
acted quickly and intro¬ 
duced these measures 
because if we do not 
contain this outbreak, it 
could seriously affect 
the running of the 
hospital. 

“People who have had 
symptoms should stay 
away from the hospital 
until at least 72 hours 
after their last episode of 
diarrhoea or vomiting. 
We would like to thank 
visitors in advance for 
their patience and 
understanding.” 

Last week the hospital 
restricted visitors from 
three wards affected by 
the virus. Now it has 
spread to a further six 
wards.

Ian Kearns, head of 
Parkway, said: “He is an 
outstanding teacher. So 
many people have 
contacted the school about 
him.

During his time at 
Parkway Mr Nowak was 
head of religious 
education, a year leader 
and also taught French.

Action to 
stop you 
being a 
statistic 

MORE than 250 
deaths in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire will be 
caused by freezing 
weather this winter, 
according to a new 
report. 

Research by reg¬ 
ional health chiefs 
found there is an 
average of 87 extra 
deaths per month 
between December 
and March. 

The analysis of 
data from 2002 to 
2007 found that the 
highest numbers of 
excess winter deaths 
occur amongst peo¬ 
ple aged over 85, 
followed by people 
aged 75 to 84. 

The elderly and 
those with under¬ 
lying health prob¬ 
lems, such as heart 
and chest condi¬ 
tions, are particularly 
vulnerable at this 
time of year. 

Dr Liz Robin, dir¬ 
ector of public health 
at NHS Cambridge¬ 
shire, said: “Winter 
weather can be par¬ 
ticularly dangerous 
for vulnerable peo¬ 
ple - especially at the 
moment while the 
weather is so cold. 

“However, there 
are some simple 
measures that peo¬ 
ple can take to make 
sure they stay as 
healthy as possible. 

“For example, you 
should dress warmly 
and appropriately 
for the weather and 
wear layers that can 
be taken off as you 
warm up. 

“If you are more at 
risk, you should 
avoid going out dur¬ 
ing a cold snap un¬ 
less you have to - but 
if you do, remember 
to wrap up warm.” 


Police plea after convicted 
burglar fails to return to jail 


A CONVICTED burglar 
has gone on the run after 
being granted a day’s 
temporary leave from 
prison. 

Taz Bashir, 30, was 
allowed out for a day 
from Highpoint jail, near 
Haverhill, to meet his 
family at Linton. 

But he failed to return 
to the prison sparking a 
police search for him. 

Bashir, who previously 
lived in Berkshire, was 
serving an eight-year 
sentence for aggravated 
burglary, burglary, rob¬ 
bery and stealing a 
vehicle. 

He was allowed a day’s 


temporary leave on 
Monday but did not 
return to the jail by 
4.15pm as he was ex¬ 
pected to. 

He is described as a 
man of Asian appearance 
about 5ft lOin tall. 

He is of medium build 
with short brown hair 
and has a scar on his 
right cheek. 

Police have asked 
anyone who sees him to 
contact them immed¬ 
iately.

A SCHOOL set to 
close next year is 
celebrating good 
marks in what is 
likely to be its final 
inspectors' report. 

Ian Kearns, head of 
Parkway Middle School 
in Haverhill, said it was 
ironic that the latest 
report by inspectors 
from Ofsted gave a good 
rating with a good 
capacity for sustained 
improvement. 

The school is set for 
closure in August 2011 
as part of Suffolk County 
Council’s switch to two- 
tier education which will 
mean that middle 
schools will no longer be 
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used. 

Mr Kearns said: “I'm 
very pleased indeed with 
the report. It has helped 
staff morale and the 
children are very proud 
of what they have 
achieved.” 

He praised staff for 
their sense of humour 
and dedication in the 
face of possible redun¬ 
dancies. 

The report said: 
“Despite the severe 
challenges presented by 
the plans to first reduce 
the size and then close 
the school, it continues

to provide a good 
standard of education. 

“The head teacher and 
senior leaders work hard 
to maintain a stable staff 
and to raise standards 
despite the uncertainties 
caused by the re¬ 
structuring of education 


in the area. 

“Their ability to do 
this successfully pro¬ 
vides powerful evidence 
of the school’s good 
value for money and 
good capacity for 
sustained improvement. 

“Inspectors recognise 


that with redeployment 
and redundancies 
imminent, the next 
eighteen months are 
going to be very 
difficult.” 

The school received 
the top “outstanding” 
marks for effectiveness 


of care, guidance and 
support and the 
effectiveness with which 
the school promotes 
equality of opportunity 
and tackles discrim¬ 
ination. 

Mr Kearns said the 
report made the school

roads in Suffolk 
will be gritted 
due to falling 
stocks of salt. 

The county 
council announ¬ 
ced yesterday, as 
more snow fell 
across the region, 
that it would be 
restricting its grit- 
ters to the main A 
and B roads which 
make up 1,232 
miles of the 4,272 
miles of roads in 
the county. 

The council’s 
teams have been 
under “unprece¬ 
dented pressure” 
during the three- 
week freeze-up. 

Cllr Guy Mc¬ 
Gregor, the coun¬ 
ty’s portfolio 
holder for roads, 
transport and 
planning, said: 
“Suffolk’s highway 
teams have been 
working day and 
night to grit the 
roads across the 
county. 

“As everyone 
knows we have 
had an exceptional 
spell of severe 
weather and that 
the highway teams 
have risen to the 
challenge and I 
take this oppor¬ 
tunity expressing 
my sincere thanks 
to them all. 

“Our suppliers 


of salt are also 
under pressure. 

“Just as Suffolk 
County Council 
prioritises the 
roads, our supplier 
is having to 
prioritise cust¬ 
omers and sup¬ 
plies are now 
being diverted to 
local authorities in 
the north whose 
stocks are com¬ 
pletely exhausted. 

“With this in 
mind we need to 
make sure we use 
the salt we have in 
the most effective 
and efficient way. 

“We have stocks 
of salt at present, 
but we need to be 
prudent to ensure 
that we are able to 
continue to grit 
the priority routes. 

“We will con¬ 
tinue to fill grit 
bins in the county 
on request from 
parish councils so 
local people can 
treat local trouble 
spots on minor 
roads, which 
otherwise would 
not be treated. 

“We feel it is 
important that 
everyone has a 
clear expectation 
of which roads will 
be gritted and 
appreciate why we 


are taking these 
measures. 

“I would also 
like to remind 
everyone who is 
out and about in 
the bad weather to 
take care. Salting 


and snow clearing 
cannot guarantee 
that a surface is ice 
free, road users 
should therefore 
take reasonable 
precautions to 
ensure the safety 
of themselves and 
others when 
freezing condi¬ 
tions occur.” 


Gritters will also 
be working on 
roads to main 
hospitals and fire 
stations. 

More than 200 
farmers and local 
contractors can be 
called in to help 
with snow clear¬ 
ance.

doctor. 

“This is a very busy time 
of the year for the 
ambulance service and I 
do understand it’s difficult 
with the weather for 
people to turn out at any 
time of the day,” she said. 

The team has attended 
around 4,000 calls since it 
was formed and has dealt 
with all kinds of medical 
problems including heart 
attacks, strokes, asthma 
attacks and fits. 

“We have saved a lot of 
lives and we’re very proud 
of that fact,” she said. 

Volunteers need to be 
between the ages of 21 
and 70 and reasonably fit, 
but they do not need to 
have a medical back¬ 
ground. 


Full training is given 
including how to operate a 
defibrillator, oxygen and 
fitting an airway. 

Mrs Marks said: “Once 
you are trained it’s a skill 
for life. It’s a great thing for 
people who are unem¬ 
ployed as its good for self¬ 
esteem and it looks good 
onaCV 

“There’s nothing greater 
you can do than save a 
life.”

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Lion cubs are same as 
other youngsters when 
it comes to fun in snow 


JUST as for any other youngsters, 
a fall of snow meant an 
opportunity to play for lion cubs 
at Linton Zoo. 

For the three cubs born at the 
zoo in May it was the first snow 
they had seen but they soon 
adapted to their new conditions, 
gambolling around their enc¬ 
losure in the white stuff and 
giving a snowman a lot of 
attention. 

However, the snowman did 
not fare too well - after initially 
prowling around the sculpture 
and then licking it, they decided 
to pounce, demolishing the 
creation in a show of big cat 
power. 

Keepers Paul Ferguson and 
Matthew Bywaters built the 
snowman as an extra way of 
keeping the lions entertained - 
although it was probably as 
entertaining for Matthew, who is 
Australian, and found the snow 
a novelty. 

Some of the older lions are 
more accustomed to snow than 


Matthew, who joined Linton Zoo 
after working as a zoo keeper at 
the late Steve Irwin’s Australia 
Zoo. 

Kim Simmons, from the zoo, 
said: “Many of our animals such 
as snowy owls, snow leopards 
and Amur tigers should be well 
used to cold and icy conditions, 
but some of our other exotic 
residents find the snow exciting 
too, with the lion family being no 
exception. 

“The three cubs born here in 
May were no different to human 
children and thought the snow to 
be just the most wonderful 
stuff.” 

Kim said they were often 
asked how the more exotic 
animals coped with the freezing 
conditions, but they all had 
heated accommodation to 
retreat to and there was more 
work for the keepers in carrying 
extra bedding, food and water 
around to make sure their 
charges were warm and well 
fed.

(RSPB). 

And among those 
appointed MBE was 
world-famous wildlife 
artist Ian Loe, from 
Harston. 

Marcia Miller, a 
volunteer fundraiser for 
the British Red Cross 
Society in 

Cambridgeshire, also 
became an MBE. 

Sir Michael, who 
follows in his late father 
Arthur Marshall’s 
footsteps by being 
knighted, is the

absolutely thrilled. It is 
an amazing, fairytale 
ending to our fantastic 
centennial year.” 

Chief Constable Julie 
Spence added the 
Queen’s Police Medal to 
the OBE, to which she 
was appointed in 2006. 

She has headed the 
Cambridgeshire force 
since 2005, and was out 
of the country when the 
awards were announced. 
But in a recent interview, 
she spoke of her pride in 
ridding the force of its 
“failing” tag. 

“People have now got 
a force to be proud of,” 
she said. 

Prof Mellars is an 
expert on the evolution 
and behaviour of early 
human populations, 
especially the 
Neanderthal period. He 
gained a BA at 
Fitzwilliam College in 
1962, and also holds MA 
and doctorate degrees at 
Cambridge. 

He recently made a TV 
documentary for BBC2 
about the emergence of 
homo sapiens, 40,000 
years ago. 

“My recent work has 
focused on how modern 
humans originated in 
Africa, and then spread

out into Asia and then 
Europe,” he said. “This 
honour has come as a 
total surprise.” 

Cambridge 

University’s Professor of 
Geotechnical 
Engineering, Robert 
Mair, was appointed 
CBE. 

Prof Mair, who is also 
Master of Jesus College, 
is a world authority on 
tunnelling. He has been 
involved in the Jubilee 
Line extension for 
London Underground, 
and the Channel Tunnel 
rail link, as well as 
railway tunnel projects 
in a host of other 
European cities, 
including Amsterdam, 
Barcelona and Rome. 

Mrs Miller, 65, from 
Swaffham Prior, has 
been a volunteer for the 


Red Cross since the mid- 
1980s and has organised 
countless fundraising 
events, including a host 
of coffee mornings. 

She said: “I am very 
honoured, but I can 
think of so many other 
people in the Red Cross 
who deserve it more 
than I do.” 

Anthea Bell from 
Histon, well known as 
the English translator of 
the French comic strip 
Asterix, was made an 
OBE. 

Ms Bell, who is in her 
early 70s, said: “I’m 
surprised and delighted. 

I specialise in translating 
German and French 
literature into English, 
and the Asterix cartoons 
are a lot of fun to do.” 

Mr Loe, 70, is one of 
the world’s foremost 
wildlife stamp designers, 
producing illustrations 
for more than 600 
stamps which have 
appeared in 34 countries 
over the past 30 years. 

A fellow of the Royal 
Society of Arts, he is 
known for his 
meticulous detail and 
accuracy, spending 
painstaking hours 
ensuring that his designs 
are accurate in every 
detail - even down to the 
exact number of hairs on 
an insect's leg. 

He said: “I am thrilled 
by this honour -1 think I 


must be the first artist 
working exclusively in 
stamp design to receive 
an MBE.” 

Mr Wynne was 
awarded a knighthood 
for services to nature 
conservation. He lives 
with his wife Janet in 
Thriplow and has been 
chief executive of the 
RSPB since 1998. 

He said: “I am very 
proud to receive the 
recognition but I see it as 
a tribute to the work of 
the RSPB. It is not often 
nature conservation gets 
this sort of recognition. 

“I feel immensely 
honoured by this award, 
which I could not have 
achieved without the 
support of our million- 
strong membership and 
the drive of dedicated 
staff and volunteers.

Reap great rewards as 
purse strings stay tight 


P oliticians may be 
telling us that we 
are coming out of 
the recession, but 
gardeners nationwide 
will still be watching 
their spending in the 
New Year. 

So says Andrew Duff, 
director of garden design at 
Inchbald School of Design, 
who is predicting that 
gardeners of 2010 will be 
plumping for permanent 
plantings, taking more 
cuttings and continuing the 
trend for growing their own. 

“Quality and value for 
money is at the forefront of 
people’s minds,” he insists. 
“People may be going for 
permanent plantings rather 
than annuals - annuals will be 
the punctuation. 

“People want to buy things 
which are longer-lasting.” 

He predicts there will be a 
resurgence of structure to 
gardens next year. 

“We’ll see the return of 
evergreens more prominently, 
because they’re value for 
money, punctuated with 
masculine architectural 
foliage.

“The plants need to start 
working to justify their place 
in the garden, so you’ll have 
rich, moody evergreen 
backdrops, and plants such as 
cineraria and thistles. 

“It will be much more 
dramatic and flamboyant, 
which is kind of what’s 
happening in fashion. 

“We’ll see sweet-shop 
colours like sherbet lemons, 
not bright colours, but a softer 
range with more white and 
primarily relying on foliage. 
You’ll see old-fashioned 
favourites coming back like 
alchemilla, acanthus and 
euphorbias, and safe varieties 
like Euphorbia ‘Wulfenii’, 
because it’s likely to do well 
and you don’t have to keep 
replacing it.” 

Gardeners will opt for 


permanent plants in pots, 
which have become 
increasingly popular in recent 
years. 

“People will be after all¬ 
year-round plants, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean you 
have to plant an evergreen,” 
Duff says. 

“Cornus and salix are good 
in pots. Plant thyme 
underneath to hide the soil. 
Herbs like rosemary prefer to 
be in a pot, which is more 
free-draining.” 

People will also be 
increasing their stock by 
propagation, taking cuttings 
rather than spending more 
money, which may lead to an 
increase in sales of 
greenhouses, he predicts. 

In line with the ‘grow your 
own’ campaign, the must- 
have hanging baskets will 
contain a mass of vegetables, 
including salad leaves and 
trailing tomatoes. 

Dwarf runner beans, 
particularly the purple-leaf 
varieties, will provide both an 
edible and ornamental 
addition to any container. 

“People may not like the 
thought of putting vegetables 
into their flower border, but 
that’s an attitude that’s got to 


change,” says Duff. 

An allotment became the 
must-have for many 
gardeners a few years ago, but 
busy people often haven’t the 
time to tend it sufficiently, so 
are slowly making space for 
veg in their gardens. 

“People love to live the 
dream about having an 
allotment, but in reality there’s 
a time issue. 

“There will be lots of 
vegetables in the borders, but 
people need to learn how they 
can look good,” Duff says. 

“Most veg are foliage based, 
and can add another 
dimension to a border if you 
think ahead. 

“For instance, perpetual 
spinach is quite an attractive 
leaf. Let it grow to its full 
maturity, but you can still pick 
the leaves. 

“Put it at the front of the 
border. And plant fruit trees 
instead of purely ornamental 
ones.” 

The purse-strings may be 
tight this year, but we can still 
reap great rewards from the 
seeds we sow.

Auto Show in Detroit, and 
it is advanced enough to 
support the Swedish 
marque’s aim of beginning 
a two-year trial of a full test 
fleet in 2011. 

This Volvo C30 can be 
fully recharged in eight 
hours through household 
power sockets or roadside 
charging stations. The 
performance figures - a top 
speed of 81mph, acceler¬ 
ating from 0 to 60 in under 
11 seconds, and a range of 
93 miles on a full charge - 
cover the daily transport 
needs of more than 90 per 
cent of all European 
motorists, says Volvo. 

But the car’s ultra-green 
credentials of zero 
emissions will be only half 
the attraction. Remember, 
it offers the same safety, 
comfort, space and four 
seats as the standard car. 

Another premium car 
stepping up to the electric- 
power plate is the BMW 
Concept ActiveE, based on 
the BMW 1 Series Coupe. 

Its electric motor was 
specially developed for this 
vehicle, which has a 
maximum output of 
170bhp, and its range is 
about 100 miles on a single 
charge. 


This plug-in Beamer has 
a charging time of four and 
a half hours, while top 
speed is pegged to 90mph. 

Special services in the 
German firm’s ActiveE, 
designed exclusively for 
this electric vehicle, 
include the ability to use a 
mobile phone for a 
remote-check of the 
charge status of the 
battery, and to search for 
public charging stations. 

A mobile will also be 
able to start-up the heating 
and air-conditioning. 

Toyota, meanwhile, 
which is doing good 
business with petrol- 
electric hybrids, will 
produce a Prius Plug-in 
version. The ability to 
charge it means it will have 
a greater range running on 
electric power only. 

The Japanese car giant 
aims to introduce some 
600 Prius Plug-ins to its 
home market, the United 
States and Europe over the 
first half of 2010. 

Just 20 of them will come 
to the UK next summer, 
and will be leased to 
Government ministries, 
local councils, power 
companies, universities 
and research agencies. 


Snow business all over again: 
So did you check your tyres? 


THE UK is facing yet more very cold 
and icy weather with potentially heavy 
snow falls. 

At this time of the year it is vital to 
ensure that a vehicle’s tyres are in 
good order and with adequate tread 
depth to deal with poor and 
potentially dangerous driving 
conditions. Motorists also need to be 
aware that snow covered roads can 
often conceal potholes and road 
debris that could damage tyres. 

mytyres.co.uk, part of the Europe’s 
largest web-based tyre retailing 
group, is offering the following advice 
to motorists to help stay safe this 
winter: 

■ Check tread depths. The law 
requires a minimum of 1.6mm of 
tread, although mytyres.co.uk 
believes that in the current 
circumstances motorists should 
consider changing tyres when they 
are down to 3.0mm and 4.0mm for 
winter tyres, the most effective 
insurance on the roads in winter 
conditions. 

■ Tyre pressures should be set to the 
car manufacturer’s 
recommendations. Under no 
circumstances should tyre pressures 
be reduced for driving in snow. 

■ Check all tyres for general 
condition and any sidewall damage 
that may have been caused by 
striking an object obscured by snow, 
or striking a kerb following a skid. 


■ Check the spare tyre for tread 
depth and pressure. 

■ Clean dirt from around valves and 
fit valve caps all round. 

■ Check for uneven wear, which is 
possible evidence of misalignment. 

Driving in snow and ice requires 
skilful and delicate use of the vehicle 
controls - steering, brakes and 
accelerator. 

Accelerate and brake gently using 
the gears to reduce speed smoothly 
and drive in as higher gear as 
possible to avoid unnecessary 
wheelspin. If the car gets into a slide, 
steer out of the skid and keep your 
feet the brake and accelerator until 
the vehicle is back under control. 

Always keep well clear of other 
vehicles and try to anticipate what is 
happening, or what may happen, well 
ahead.
